Prof. R. W. Willson, lecturer on as- 
tronomy at Harvard University, a mem- 
ber of the contest committee of the 
Harvard-Boston aero meet, has been ap- 
pointed official timekeeper with a corps 
of assistants, it is announced today. He 
will keep, by use of chronometers, the 
exact time consumed by all contestants, 


- whether in aeroplanes, dirigibles or spher- 


feal balloons. The speed and direction of 
the wind will be posted continuously on 
the bulletin board at the Harvard avia- 
tion field during the meet, and a direct 
communication with Blue hill observa- 
tory will be maintained. | 

The Harvard I. is a biplane, 26 feet 
long. with two wing planes in front, one 
on either side of the operator, and a @ine 
foot tail. There are two rudders, one di- 
rectly in front of the aviator, and another 
attached to the tail. The wing planes 
have been strengthened by a light, strong 
truss set lengthwise, and are used to 
make the aeroplane rise and descend: 
This change, it is hoped, will make the 
planes strong enongh to withstand any 
wind pressure likely to come on them. 

The most important. change is the new 
tail, designed by J. V. Martin. It is 
nine feet long. including the connecting 
rods to the frame of the main biplane. 
The tail itself is a small biplane two 
feet by six, and covered with aluminum 
sheeting instead of cloth. The aluminum 
is light and smooth, and is expected to be 
more durable and effective than the cloth 
generally used. With these two improve- 
ments the Harvard I. will undoubtedly 
be found a more efficient aeroplane than 
when it was tried last June, and the 
management hope it will be a thorough 
successs. 

Contests for speed and altitude seem 
destined to bring out the greatest avi- 
ators and the keenest rivalry for honors 
at the Harvard-Boston aero meet, Sept. 
3 to 13 at Atlantic. The conditions of 


‘tthe atmosphere and the great level plane 


surrounding the aviation field are calcu- 
lated to bring about world records. 

The position of the aviators and bal- 
loonists during the meet will be posted 
from time to time on the bulletin board 
and the balloon operators will drop mes- 
sages to be forwarded to the contest com- 
mittee. Each balloon will carry a sealed 
barograph to record elevation and time 
in the air. |

RUSSIA IS NOT SATISFIED 


WITH AFGHANISTAN TRADE 


(Spectal to The Monitor.) 

ST. PETERSBURG—A correspondent 
of the Novoe Vremya draws attention to 
the unsatisfactory nature of Russian 
trade with Afghanistan, which remains 
practically stationary, the turnover being 
about $2,500,000, 40 per cent of which 
represents exports, the rest imports. 

The reason for the existing stagnation 
seems to lie in the charges which are 
levied on the merchandise in its passage 
through Bokharan territory on its way 
from Samarkand to the Afghan frontier. 
The goyernors of the various Bokharan 
provinces, the customs collectors, and the 
heads of districts, all take their toll, with 
the result that the bounty paid by the 
Russian government on goods exported 
to Afghanistan, finds its way into the 
pockets of Bokharan officials. This is 
all in contravention of the provisions of 
the Russo-Bokharan treaty of friendship, 
but so far no responsible Russian seems 


> 


to have raised a protest. The money 
levied by the Bokharan officials is not 
used for the improvement either of roads 
or ferries, the former being in a wretched 
condition, the latter making use of most 
primitive methods. 

There is another difficulty in connec- 
tion with the Afghan trade. Export 
bounties are paid only on presentation 
of the goods in the central customs depot 
at Samarkand. Small traders, therefore, 
living near the frontier are thus com- 
pelled to bring their goods first to Sam- 
arkand and then back to the Amu Darya, 
which forms the frontier line. The best 
way to obviate this difficulty would be 
to transfer the duties of the central 
customs depot at Samarkand to branch 
depots at the ferries over the Amu 
Darya. Something evidently will have 
to be done if Russian trade with Af- 
ghanistan is to be placed on a more

Recent events disclose the intention of 
the American Medical Association to 
found a medico-political trust that would 
prove ‘utterly obnoxious to the people of 
this country. The first public awakening 
to this situation came when a certain 
plank indorsing the project was elimi- 
nated from the Vermont Republican state 
platform at the last moment. 
Vermont Health Officers’ Association has 
adopted a resolution favoring the scheme, 
the utmost publicity should be given the 
entire movement before it gains any fur- 
ther strength in this state. 

The question is whether the United 
States government’s power and prestige 
shall back the “regular” or atlopathic, 
school of medicine, as opposed to the 
homeopaths, the eclectics>the osteopaths, 
the Christian Scientists and other schools 
of healing, the Anti-Compulsory Vaccin- 
ation League and the Anti-Vivisection 
Society. Measures already brought be- 
fore Congress, and which will be pressed. 
at the next .session, would create and 
turn over to the allopathic school of med.

apen, Who presided at the Peoria con- 
ference, who delivered addresses at the 
Illinois Baptist’ Chautauqua. 

Petitions requesting the submission of 
the three little ballot propositions re- 
commended by the Peoria conference 
were placed in circulation under the dir- 
ection of Chairman Rogers and the names 
of many voters were attached to the 
sheets, . 

Merritt Starr, arguing in behalf of 
merit system which would cover all the 
departments of a stete’s government, Sa igh 
in effect: 

“Why are the state nenphonaiee) ‘be 
compelled to be servants of a political 
machine’ The state is entitled to the 
best service in all its departments. The 
only way to remedy the situation is to 
cause the enactment of a comprehensive 
civil service law, modeled upon the law 
which now is in force in the charitable 
institutions. 

“The state of Illinois is indebted to 
the last Democratic Governor for promot- 
ing and approving the bill of 1895 for re- 
gulating municipal civil service and to 
the present Republican governor for pro- 
moting and approving the bill of 1905 re- 
gulating the state charitable civil service 
and also for his public declarations in 
favor of the extension of the system to

“We now have in Illinois a direct prim- 
ary law designed to prevent any individ- 
ual or group of men from giving out 
nominations, like trinkets. to reward the 
faithful. Yet in defiant violation of the 
spirit of the law, organizations are pre 
paring slates and’ will use, where neces- 
sary, political, Commercial, and social 
pressure to gain.the nomination for the 
men selected. 

“Charles L. Capen, in his address, was 
equaMy emphatic. He attacked the bi- 
partisan system im Springfield which re- 
sulted in the election of Mr. Shurtleff as 
speaker and William Lorimer as senator. 

“The ballot should be secret ” said Mr. 
Capen, “but everything else having a 
bearing upon elections shouw'' have the 
limelight thrown upon it.

SAN DIEGO ROAD CONSTRUCTOR 


SHOWS GRATIFYING RESULTS 


SAN DIEGO, Cal.—Though Secretary- | 
Engineer A. B. Fletcher has been in) 
charge of the San Diego highway com- | 
mission work but six months, the pro- | 
gress he has made in the work of build-- 
ing the 425 miles of the $1,250,000 public 
roads of this county is very gratifying 
to those interested. | 

Much of the time has been taken up: 
by preliminary work, resurveys being | 
necessary on many of the routes. Con- | 
siderable delay has been experienced in 
securing riglits of way, in some instances 
condemnation proceedings being neces- 
sary. Actual work on many of the routes 
has been in progress for several months, 
however, and some divisions of the routes 
are now ready for surfacing. 

‘In all there are 16 routes, which, to 
facilitate the work,. have been divided 
into several divisions each. Of these 
work is now in progress on routes I, 3, 
6, 10 and 16, , | 

The most important of these is route 
1, which extends all along the coast north 
of the city limits to Oceanside. North of 
Oceanside this road will cross the great 
Santa Margarita vy Los Flores rancho 
to the boundary line of Orange county. 
In erossing the big ranch several large 
bridges will be necessary, plans and speci- 
fications for which have already béen 
prepared. | 

In some instances the work is being 
done by contract, on the “unit basis” me- 
thod, and arrangements have been made 
by the commissioner with other con- 
tracts to do {he work by the “force ac- 
count” methed. In the main, however. 
the work of road construction will con- 
tinue to be done by the day labor plan.

CHICKEN POT PIE. 

Cut a three or four-pound chicken as 
for stewing and let the parts soak in 
cold water for half an hour. Drain and 
wash again. Cover” with fresh water; 
season with salt, pepper and a little 
grated nutmeg. Add a bunch of parsley, 
six small onions, four ounces of salt pork 
cut into dice, and cook for three-quar- 
ters of an hour, skimming occasionally. 
Then add one pint of raw potatoes and 
three tablespoonsful of flour diluted with 
a cupful of water. Cook until the pota- 
toes are done. Remove the parsley and 
transfer the whole to a deep earthenware 
baking dish: Moisten the edges of the 
dish with cold water and cover with a 
top pie crust. Brush the surface over 
with egg, cut a hole in the center of the 
crust and bake in a hot oven for about 
15 minutes. 

STUFFED PEPPERS (Italian Style), 

Take as many peppers as desired and 
hollow out, removing all the seeds. Grate 
enough bread and cheese tq fi@ an ordi- 
nary sized bowl, add two anchoyies, re- 
moving all the fine bones and cut them 
in small pieces, not taking the salt aw ay. 
Moisten the crumbs with olive oil. Cut 
up half of a.red pepper fine-and mix 
ingredients together. When this is done 
stuff all the peppers and place them in 
a well-greased pan and bake until soft. 
Serve hot. 

CRESMED MACARONI “AU GRATIN. 

Boil three-fourths a cup of macaroni, 
broken in pieces an inch in length, in 
boiling salted water, until tender; drain, 
rinse in cold water and drain again. 
Make a sauce of two tablespoonfuls each 
of butter and flour, one fourth a teas- 
poonful each of salt and pepper and a 
cup of rich milk. Mix the macaroni 
through the sauce, mixing in at the same 
time, half a cup or more of grated 
cheese. Turn‘into a shallow-dish, cover 
with half a cup of cracker crumbs, mixed 
with three tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter, and brewn in the oven. 

RICE AND APPLE DUMPLINGS 

These are rather more wholesome than 
either the potato or wheat flour dump- 
lings. Boil a pint of rice until tender, 


and steamed light. Have ready as many 


pudding cloths as yeu wish dumplings, 
each one a little less than a quarter of 
a yard square. Lay each one in turn 
over a small half pint basin and spread 
with boiled rice ‘about half an inch thick. 
Put in the center quarters of peeled 
sour tender apples, then with the cloth 
wors the rice over the fruit until 
smeothly covered. Tie closely, steam 
three-quarters of an hour and serve with 
sweetened cream. 
PEACH DUMPLINGS, 

Prepare rich pie crust, roll and-tut in 
four-ineh squares, fill with three or four 
halves of juicy peaches; add«gbdut ‘a 
tablespoonful of sugar to each pmpling 
fold together, place in baking pan and 
bake at least twenty mifutes.. Serve 
with cream and more sugar and. fruit | 
juice if preferred. 


IKeep the Pot Clean to 


Have Good Coffee 


THOROUGHLY clean pot, is an ab- 
solute necessity for either good tea 
or good coffee. In some homes the coffee 
pot sits constantly on the stove, fresh 
coffee being added to the old for weeks. 


Such a practise is not to be commended. 

If you feel that you must get every 
iota of strength from the coffee you use, 
boil the er left from the meal, as 
you are Washing the dishes, pour off the 


the freshly made coffee at the succeeding 
meal. Then wash’ the pot thoroughly, 
dry and place, open, in the sunlight: to 
air. Once a week put some Wood ashes 
or baking soda into both coffee and tea 
pots, fill with cold water and heat grad- 
ually until the water boils, let it boil 
for a few minutes and set aside to cool. 
When cool, empty and wash the pots 
with soap and water, dry garefully and 
air. Poor, weak coffee is not economy.

HMnpatience was felt and manifested in some 
quarters because these matters were not 
taken up and dispased of regardless of the changes which had 
oecurred in that tribunal. When the latest change occurred, the 
hope was expressed here and there that the President would proceed 
at once to fill vacancies, but when it became plain that he was 
disposed to take his time, and that he would, at all events, await 
the: reassembling of Congress, the impatience gradually subsided. 

In all probability the supreme court will not be prepared to 
take up the Standard Oil and Tobacco trust cases before the first 
of next year, and not the least interesting of the present Jaspects 
of the matter 1s the fact that the public is no longer looking forward 
either to a decision that will sweep the giant corporations in question 
out of existence and establish a precedent for the annihilation of all 
others, or for a decision that shall have the effect of giving these 
combinations a stronger grip than ever upon the industries of the 
country. 

Whether it is justified or not, the impression has certainly 
been growing of late that the decision when it does come will tend 
rather to allay than to arouse public feeling. A decision by the 
supreme court in these cases a year or two ago could hardly have 
heen so radical as to occasion much surprise. But there has been 
quite a calming down since Judge Landis assessed his famous fine 
against the Standard Oil Company. Many things have occurred 
in the interval to indicate/that public sentiment has been growing 
more conservative. The supreme court, we take it, will be moved 
no more by this than by the public opinion which preceded it. 
Nevertheless, the. change is worthy of note. 

That element of our population which is desirous above all 
things that the highest tribunal in the land shall be unaffected by 
public clamor and shall continue to hand down decisions consonant 
eo wisdom and justice, will not quarrel with the fact that enjotion 
plays no part in its organization or procedure.

of breaking the law in regard to excessive 
smoke. It happens to be a particular locality 
that in this case is about to appoint such an 
officer and has such a Jaw, but could some- 
thing lke this be done throughout the coun- 
try in cities and towns, 1t would add much to 
the comfort of citizens and preserve to them what ts a substantial 
right. The abuse of smoke and chimneys is one that arises with 
ee ir ease and seems to be restrained with as much difficulty: vet 
it has no more right to exist than any other abuse. In great manu- 
facturing towns where thousands of great fires must be kept going, 1t 
is mpossible to prevent a large volume of smoke: in countries where 
there is a great deal of mist and fog we must expect that in cities 
their gloom will be increased by coal smoke; but in the great majority 
of American municipalities there is no reason why coal should not be 
used by proprietors with some regard for the comfort not only of 
their fellow citizens but for the credit of the municipality itself. 

In America the sun shines beautitul and tree and gives us the 
blue skies that arch our country for so many days in the vear: those 
skies and that sun are much more important in some ways to the man 
that dwells in cities than to him that knows the country for a home. 
There are many that must spend their time in cities to earn their liv- 
ing and cannot be cheated out of their share of brightness and com- 
fort by what in the last analysis cannot be anything but the exercise 
of a lawful right by others in such a way that it becomes a nuisance. 

But there is no use of the appointment of such an officer if the 
law is not to be enforced strictly and inpartially and without the 
slightest fear of monev or political influence. The litthe man that is 
burning an extra hundredweight of coal and lets its smoke gush forth 
must not be punished it the big man that dehles the air of a whole 
neighborhood go free.
